Suspension On 


Indulgences For 

Ss 2 2 
Living Lifted 

Vatican City —(Radio, NC)— 
The suspension placed on practic- 
ally all ordinary a for 
the living during the Holy Year 
has now been lifted with the end 
of the Jubilee Year here. 

This was made known in an ex- 
planation here of the Apostolic 
Constitution “Per Annum Sacrum,” 
which extended the Holy Year pri- 
vileges to the rest of the world 
outside Rome throughout 1951. The 
Constitution was issued by His 
Holiness Pope Pius XII on Christ- 
mas Day. 


All indulgences have now been 
returned to their former status and 
are applicable as prescribed either 
to the dead or to the living who 
gain them, it was stated. 

The suspension on indulgences 
for the living with but few ex- 
ceptions, went into effect at the 
beginning of the Holy Year and 
was intended to focus attention on 
the Jubilee indulgence which could 
ordinarily be gained only in the 
Eternal 7: 

During the Holy Year, it was 
pointed out, the faithful were still 
able to gain indulgences through 
such practices as recitation of the 
Rosary and making the Stations 
of the Cross, but these indulgences 
were applicable only to the souls 
in Purgatory. In only a few ex- 
ceptional cases, were indulgences 
applicable to the living. Among 
the exceptions were the indulgence 
at the moment of death and the 
indulgence granted for reciting the

‘A Determined Communism 
Can Defeat Lax Christendom 
Says Archbishop Hurley 


St. Augustine, Fla. —(NC)— “A determined commun- 
ism can and will defeat a Christendom which no longer 
possesses a practical faith in God and in Christ.” 

The solemn warning was voiced here in the nation’s 
oldest city by Archbishop Joseph P. Hurley of St. Augustine, 
for the last five years Regent of the Papal Nunciature at 


Belgrade, Yugoslavia. The prelate? 


now is home on leave. 

“We mast have something really 
worthy fighting for,” Archbishop 
Hurley declared in his sermon at 
the Christmas Midnight Mass in 
the Cathedral of St. Augustine, as 
he called for a full mobilization 


of all spiritual resources during 
the new year. 


“Millions of our fellow Christ- 
ians all over the world,” he said, 
“are this year experiencing the 
horrors of a Red Christmas. If we 
would avert such a calamity for 
our own people, and if we would 
win back the extensive areas now 
lost to western Christian civiliza- 
tion, we must first set our own 
house in order. We cannot really 
champion the Christian cause if 
we are not ourselves practical 
Christians; we cannot achieve the 

ce of God if we are not be- 
iévers in God — men of good 


will,” 

Archbishop Hurley declared 

ere are “too many who scoff at 
faith in God and in Christ” and 
asserted that “one of the worst of 
totalitarians is the total humanist.” 
He said it “should by now be crys- 
tal clear that we cannot beat ma- 


terialism with a weak and vaccil- 
ating spirituality.” 
Archbishop Hurley noted that 


His Holiness Pope Pius XII has 
extended the Holy Year into 19651 
for the entire world, declaring “no 
time could be more fitting for the 
preaching of a rebirth of Christ- 
lanity.” He said that “we are 
acutely aware of the shape and 
nature of the awful danger which 
threatens us” and added that the 
“forces of evil have at last thrown 
off the mask, and have served not- 
ice upon us that they will tear 
Christmas from our calendars and 
Christ from the hearts of our 
people.” 


Touching on the present inter- 
national crisis, Archbishop Hurley 
said “it is beyond understanding 
why we have not yet given our 
active and massive support to 
Spain, the only nation in Europe 
which has met and vanquished 
communism.”

London—(NC) — Although in- 
struction in marxism has not yet 
been forced upon the Catholic 
University of Lublin, continuous 
pressure by the Polish communist 
regime is presenting difficulties for 


the noted institution, according to 
word received from Warsaw. 


Its large enrollment of 1,300 
students is seen as proof. that 
many Polish youths still seek an 
éducation independent of Com- 
munist Party directives. This, 
however, is said to result in great 
dangers both to the non-commun- 
ist faculty and to the students. 
They are under constant and close 
— by the security po- 
ice. 


In an attempt to destroy the 


Catholic character of the univer-|. 


sity, the regime has attempted to 
infiltrate it with communist stu- 
dents. Catholic students show 
themselves impervious to. their 
propaganda, however, according to 
the report, and the communists, 
being isolated and ignored, soon 
leave the university. 


The university is supported by 
the Polish people. When the re- 
gime took over, the communists 
stopped the customary public col- 
lections for its maintenance. Con- 
sequently, the Society of Lublin 
Catholic University’s Friends has 
been organized, and its members 
send regular donations. 


Contrary to reports that the re- 
gime has restricted its curriculum 
to theology and canon law, the 
university continues to have a full 
department of the humanities. The 
regime has, however, closed ‘its 
department of secular law.

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In The World Today 


Inspired by the Holy Ghost, St. 
Paul took up this seed-thought and 
brought it to a beautiful develop- 
ment. He taught us that we Chris- 
tians are really, in a mystical 
sense, nothing less than the Body 
of Christ: 

“For as the body is one and hath 
many members; and all the mem- 
bers of the body, whereas they are 
many, yet are one body; so also 
is Christ . . . You are the om of 
Christ and member of membe 
(I Cor. xiis 12-27). “I fill up 
those things that are wanting of 
the sufferings of Christ in my flesh 
for His body, which is the Church” 
(Col, i: 24). 

There is food here for years of 
thought, for a deep realization of 
this truth will open the eyes of the 
Christian to many points hitherto 
overlooked, will give him a new 

respect for his 
Church, 


The Catholic Chureh, then— 
Pope, Bishops, priests, and laity— 
is the extension of the Incarnation 
throughout the centuries. The 
Catholic Church is Christ in our 
world of today. 

If the question ever comes up in 
our mind: What would Our Lord 
think of such a person, such an 
idea, such a group?—the answer 
is clear: He would think precisely 
as His Church thinks on the point. 
How would Our Lord act in the 
world of today 7?—He would act and 
be treated just as His Church acts 
and is treated. 

Did Christ forgive sins ?—so 
does the Church, in the confessional 
and in the Sacrament of Extreme 
Unction. Did Christ feed His 
followers with His own flesh and 
blood at the last supper and after- 
ward ?—so does the Church, morn- 
ing after morning at the Commun- 
ion railing. 

He flung His truths into the 
teeth of those who hated Him, 
taking up for the poor and the 
downtrodden, as the Church today, 
to the blood, resists. the enslave- 
ment of the masses through atheis- 
tic Communism, He denounced sin 
wherever He saw it; and through 
His Church He still denounces the 
vice of the hour, be it sensuality, 
onanism, greed, or ambition. 

Like Him, the Church spends 
forty days of each year in prayer 
and fasting. More, in the person 
of her ec oistered children, she 
spends hours in prayer and medi- 
tation, “withdrawing from the 
multitude” in union with the 
Father, 

The 
Christ? Think of the Church be- 
hind the Iron Curtain, the thous- 
ands of good Christians suffering 
patiently for their Faith in the con- 
centration camps of the Soviets, 
(But if the Church suffers death— 
consoling thought—she also rises 
from that death!) 

Then there is the liturgy—the

Bs week has elapsed of the 
first year of the last half of 
the twentieth century, and, as you 
have been reminded, it is the Holy 
Year extended outside of Rome.

sovietized than ever, reports 
arriving here show.

For weeks newspapers had campaigned for the abolition 
of the “capitalist and superstitious conception of Christ- 


mas,” and got some people to 


day celebrations for factory and | 
business workers, troops and ten- 
ants in communal blocks of flats 
were based on this Soviet idea. 


In the schools children were 
told that it was not from a “fic- 
titious Infant Jesus” but from a 
“senuine Father Frost” from 
whom they were going to receive 
“mid-winter” gifts. The most 
suitable gifts were listed, by the 
communists, as tanks, airplanes, 
rifles and guns. Such toys, the 
people were told, would teach 
children from their earliest youth 
that they must get ready “to fight 
for peace and defeat the sinister 
plots of the Western capitalist ag- 
gressors.” 


Lacking all sense of humor, as 
an observer says, the communists 
are unaware of the ridicule to 
which they are exposed by the 
zeal of their propagandists. One 
communist paper addressed an 
appeal to Hungarian poets, en- 
joining them to take the offensive 
and to write more aggressive, war- 
like poems in defense of peace. |

Last summer Congress voted a

U.S. military officials and many 
Congressmen have long called for 
closer ties with Spain to strengthen 
the anti-communist defenses of 
Western Europe. A principal argu- 
ment noted the inconsistency im 
helping _Tito’s Yugoslavia while 
totally ignoring a nation which 
could be a mainstay of European 
defense against Stalinism. Spain’s 
army is said to be one of the 
largest. in Europe and the country 
has a natural defensive barrier in 
the Pyrenees, 


Mr. Griffis’ last diplomatic 
assignment was as Ambassador to 
Argentina. Before that he had 
been Ambassador to Poland and to 
Egypt, and in 1948 he was director 
of the United Nations Relief for 
Palestine Refugees agency.

U. S. And Spain To 
Exchange Ambassadors 


WEF welcome the news that the 

United States and Spain will 
soon reinstate full diplomatic re- 
lations and exchange ambassadors. 


Prejudice against Spain has de-| 


layed resumption of diplomatic re- 
lations which never should have 
been. severed. This prejudice is 
veoted in anti-Catholic bigotry and 
in pro-Communist sympathy. It 
was levelled against Spain because 
it is a Catholic country and be- 
cause it is the one European na- 
tion which has defeated Com- 
munism. 


How Many Catholics? 
S a sectarian journal we read 

recently an editorial captioned 
“Religious Liberty in Spain.” The 
editor quotes from Dr. W. E. Gar- 
rison, of the Christian Century, 
who observes that it is difficult to 
determine how many Protestants 
there are in Spain, because “Ro- 
san Catholics in Spain claim all 
for themselves who have been bap- 
tized by a priest, even though they 
may have long since joined the 
Evangelical Church.” We chal- 
lenge this statement of Dr. Gar- 
rison. 


The Catholic Church is far more 
disinclined to count nominal mem- 
bers than any of the Protestant 
churches are. For instance, in our 
own country when the parish 
priest prepares his annual report, 
he lists as Catholics only those 
who are known to him as prac- 
tical and supporting members of 
his parish. There might be 20% 
more people living in his parish 
district, especially in our large 
cities, who never identify them- 
selves to the priest, and whose 
names are not, theretore, recorded. 


According to the last Year 
Book prepared by the Federal 
Council of Churches, in most re- 
ligious denominations two-thirds 
of the people do not attend ser- 
vices any more than two or three 
times a year. Yet they are count- 
ed as members. In the Catholic 
Church these people would not be 
counted at all.

Both the editor and the one

LOUISIANA minister, writing 
in a sectarian journal, out- 
lines what he calls “God's Plan ‘of 
Salvation.”

Then he 
goes on to say that God has a plan

He observed that if the gospel 
must be preached to every crea- 
ture, the program must be finan- 
ced, and that God would not leave 
that to any haphazard method.

About the year 190 the date for 
the celebration of Easter was much 
mooted in the east. For a_ final 
decision the matter was referred 
to Pope St. Victor I, Thé Eastern 
Church had observed Easter on 
the day on which th. Jews ob- 
served the Passover, while in the 
west it was observed, as it is even 
now, the first Sunday after the 
full moon of the vernal equinox. |

feast in honor of Christ’s manifes- 
tation to the Gentiles. 

Christ manifested or showed 
Himself in three ways—first, to 
the Wise Men who came out. of 
the East because of a star they 
saw in the skies. Secondly, by 
His permitting Himself to be bap- 
tized by Saint John in the Jordan 
River. Thirdly, by the miracle He 
performed when He turned water 
into wine at Cana. (Our Lord’s 
first public evidence that He had 
Divine authority.) 

Still other meanings have been 
ascribed to the Epiphany. Some 
people felt that Christ gave His 
first manifestation at His birth, 
and so they regard the Epiphany 
as one with the Nativity. The 
Feast has also been known as the 
Day of Lights, Twelfth Day or 
Twelfth Night (because it comes 
twelve days after Christmas), and 
the Festival of Kings. 

An observance of Epiphany in 
Antioch takes this form: the peo- 
ple take home baptismal water 
which has been blessed, and use it 
to alleviate spiritual and: physical 
ailments all during the year. The 
origin of this custom may have 
rested as much on the miracle per- 
formed at. Cana, as on the baptism 
of Christ. 

Most of us remember Epiphany 
because of the visit of the Wise 
Men. These visitors were not kings 
in the sense of being rulers of any 
nations. Rather, they were schol- 
ars brought up in traditions of 
Zoraster, who lived in Persia and 
founded a religion about 600 years 
B.C. The sweeping triumphs of 
Alexander wiped out many of the 
Zorastrians, but the religion is still 
followed today in Persia and India, 
and the followers are better known 
as Parsees. 

In any event, the three Wise 
Men or Magi were taught by their 
religion that every human body 


was matched by a heavenly body. 
When they saw a strange new star 


in the skies, they immediately felt | | 


that an important person had been 
born somewhere. Besides, exiled 
Jews among them had taught them 
the prophecies of a Redeemer to 
come. Guided by a star which 
must have moved as no star moves 
today, the Wise Men came to visit 
the Infant, and leave their gifts 
of gold, frankincense and myrrh. 

King Herod, hearing Jesus re- 
ferred to as King of lerhal. tried 
to get information about the Baby 
from the Magi, but they left 
Judea by another road and told 
Herod nothing. 

Pagans though they may have 
been, the Wise Men were led by 
God to Bethlehem, and they served 
their Lord perhaps better than 
they knew. 

Perhaps because of the three 
gifts they brought, we also think 
of the Wise Men as being three 
in number. Actually, we do not 
know how many Magi made the 
trip—tradition in the Orient fav- 
ors twelve, and early paintings and 
sculpture show three, eight, twelve 
and other numbers of Wise Men. 

Like the Magi, we can bestow 
gifts on the young God. We might 
not know what frankincense and 
myrrh are, and we might not be 
able to afford gold. But we can 
still give Him the homage of a 
bended knee that the pagan schol- 
ars tendered. We won’t have to 
travel as far or as long as they 
did, but we can certainly get to 
church to see our God. 

And not just on Sundays, but on 
other days like the Feast of the 
Epiphany and other great feasts 
which are not Holy Days of Obli- 
gation. By manifesting our own 
love, by letting the love we have 
show through a little—we can ac- 
knowledge with gratitude Christ’s 
own manifestation to us. 


Family Communion Crusade 
Pattern For Peace At 


Home And With 


ve the country rocks under 
the impact of Korea and be- 
fore the spectre of atomic warfare, 
Americans intensify prayers for 
peace, and increase devotions 
where “many are gathered togeth- 
er” in spiritual strength — a fact 
evidenced by the recent rapid 
growth of the Family Communion 
Crusade, which in the past few 
months has become a national 
movement. 


The Crusade, actually organized 
forty years ago by a family of 
many children who began to re- 
ceive Holy Communion once a 
month as a family group, has as 
its special objective, national rec- 
ognition of the feast of the Holy 
Family as “Family Day.” 

Mindful of the Holy Father’s 
exhortation to family Communion, 
leaders of such movements as the 
Cana Conferences, laymen’s re- 
treats, as well as pastors of par- 
ishes in many sections of the 
country have made the Crusade an 
important part of their programs. 


The national director of Cana 
Conferences, the Rev. Edward 


Dowling, S.J., of St. Louis, has 
issued the following statement: 

“Cana aims at married couples 
doing things together — with each 
other, with their children, and 
with other families. Communion 
together and with Christ, is in the 
Cana tradition. 


“Togetherness can be empha- 
sized by a family’s reception of 
Holy Communion together, and 
with other families, on the Feast 
of the Holy Family; and also each 
month, possibly on the first Fri- 
day, Saturday, or Sunday, as sug- 
gested by the Family Communion 
Crusade, whose moderator, Father 
Paul J. Faustmann, has done so 
much for families through Cana,” 


Father Faustmann, national 
moderator of the Crusade, is direc- 
tor of the Cana Conference for 
the diocese of Brooklyn, N.Y. An- 
other diocesan director of Cana 
who is sponsoring the Crusade, is 
the Rev. John C. Knott, of Hart- 
ford, Conn.

Who first thought of putting 
points on the ends of the poles and 
thrusting instead of beating?

Forta long time, soldiers moved 
away to battle and left the family 
and the community safely at home.

But if they carried the 
war to lands somewhat remote, 
they were strictly on their own.

This type of warfare lasted well 
up into the Napoleonic Wars. With 
Napoleon battling England to the 
death, the English fleet sailed out 
to sea and the English army 
marched the continent of Europe, 
but business in England was much 
the same as ever. 


Then came the Civil War and 
things began to change. A military 
genius by the name of Sherman 
suddenly—or was it suddenly ?— 
made a revolutionary discovery:

“itor, we don’t stop to figure out. 


We forget that it’s what we do 
more than what we say, and more 
(surprise!). than what we give, 
that keeps Satan from interrupting 
the good pastor’s meditations so 
often with the hint that there are 
easier ways to make a living. 


As parishioners, we belong to 
parishes. That’s not as obvious as 
it sounds, because it depends upon 
what we mean by “belong.” We 
don’t belong to a parish as we be- 
long to a club — where fulfilling 
our obligations is a simple matter 
of attending meetings and paying 
our dues. We belong to a parish as 
we belong to a family, where our 
obligation goes beyond mere pres- 
ence and contributions — we have 
a share of the work to take over, 
other members to help and encour- 
age and care for, and a lot of lov- 
ing and praying to do. 


A round dozen pastors, whose 
names I swore would not be pried 
from me under torture, gave me 
their ideas of what it will take to 
make their 1951 rousingly, riproar- 
ingly happy. One of these might 
well be Resolution I at the top of 
our individual New Leaf. One or 
more should certainly head Page 1 
of those nice new books our parish 
societies open each year. 


Parish societies must justify 
themselves more fully than they 
have been doing, says one pastor. 
Personal sanctification of their 
members comes first, of course. 
Good works? Fine, provided a few 
are spread around the parish. Af- 
ter all, they’re parish societies. A 
primary duty of each should be to 
help the parish. The “faithful few” 
are not enough, nor are the hard- 
working officers of the societies. 
Membership in each parish society 
should include a personal obliga- 
tion to help the pastor when and 
as he wishes. A pastor can’t func- 
tion with a single pair of hands— 
he needs the hands and the hearts 
of everyone in the parish. 


Parish societies, says another 
pastor, are—whether they realize 
it or not — actually sabotaging 
the pulpit with their endless an- 
nouncements. Why cap’t they get 
together and sponsor a parish bul- 
letin board for these announce- 
ments? Put it prominently in the 
lobby of the church. Then a single 
announcement to consult the bul- 
letin board is all that is necessary 
from the pulpit. 


Everyone talks about the impor- 
tance of supporting the Catholic 
Press, but few do anything about 
it because “the Catholic Press” 
seems too big a thing for anyone 
to even begin to support. It’s not. 
It’s no bigger than the magazine 
and pamphlet rack in the back of 
the church. Supporting it is as 
simple as seeing that the rack is 
staffed by someone after every 
Mass. 


Of course we pass it up, the way 
it is now — we're accustomed to 
passing up any counter that is 
dusty, disorderly, and unattended. 
The pastor can’t take care of it, 
nor peddle pamphlets on a busy 
Sunday morning.

“Wouldn't it be wonderful,” 
dreamed one pastor, “to have a list, 
here at the rectory, of people who 
are willing to stay with the sick 
for an hour on Sunday morning, 
in order to allow. those in charge 
of them to attend Mass! No more 
than two phone calls would be 
necessary. Someone would phone 
and say ‘I’d like to go to the 10 
o’clock Mass—have you someone 
to stay with a sick person then?’ 
And we'd phone a name on our 
list. Real charity is so simple, 
isn’t it—and so blessed.” 


Most churches look as if they’re 
set squarely in the middle of a 
parking lot on Sunday morning. 
Take a tally of all those seats in 
all those cars, and you'll find that 
a good half of them ride empty. 
Lifts to church could become a big 
factor in raising the level of any 
parish. There is no reason for any- 
one to have to walk a mile or more 
to church.

Lost Souls

eB Saint Vincent de Paul, founder of the Daugh- 
ters of Charity, in France; the Sisters of Charity 
of Cincinnati, trace their paternal ancestry. To 
Mother Elizabeth Seton, American convert, they 
owe their American foundation in 1809 at Emmits- 
burg, Maryland, 


In 1829, in answer to an appeal of Bishop Fen- 
wick, four of these Sisters left Emmitsburg to open 
an orphanage in Cincinnati. This little group was 
the nucleus of what in 1851 became an independent 
community, the Sisters of Charity of Cincinnati. 
During the early years a hospital was opened and 
Sisters from this institution nursed the wounded of 
both the Union and Confederate Armies. Sister An- 
thony is known even today as “The Angel of the 
Battlefield.” 


Purpose And Requirements 


The general purpose of the Congregation of the 
Sisters of Charity is the sanctification of its mem- 
bers by means of the observance of the simple vows 

f Obedience, Chastity and Poverty. The special 
bject is the Christian education of youth, the care 
f the.orphans, of the sick, and of the infirm.

In every diocese a large amount 
of money is needed to educate 
students for the priesthood — 
through a very lengthy course 
comprising twelve years. But dur- 
ing the twelve years about one- 
half the number drop out, which 
means that for every priest a 
diocese ordains twelve years’ board 
and tuition in the major seminary 
must be paid by the people whom 
the priests are intended to serve. 


Most dioceses have other child- 
caring institutions besides orphan- 
ages. They and many other char- 
itable works are conducted under 
the name of “Catholic Charities,”

Since the second world war end- 
ed in 1945, people, chiefly of the 
United States, have had to supply 
food and clothing and financial 
assistance to thousands of desti- 
tute and refugees in many coun- 
tries. The more than 200,000 for- 
eign missionaries — counting lay 
workers — who have given their 
lives to convert the pagan, must 
be supported by those who cannot 
or will not dedicate their lives to 
such a task. 


The Chancery Office, from which 
the business of the diocese is con- 
ducted, to which spiritual prob- 
lems of all sorts are brought, must 
be supported. 


In a similar manner the Holy 
See, with its dozen departments 
dealing with situations throughout 
the entire world, must receive con- 
siderable financial help. These are 
only a few of the many works 
for which support must be asked 
from all parishioners. 


But wouldn’t you rather give a 
minimum of twenty-five cents a 
week in the other pocket of the 
envelope, and let that be divided 
among all the different causes? 
It would represent less than two 
cents a week for each of these 
dozen meritorious works. If you 
had to pay it all at once it would 
be a burden, but paying the same 
in fifty-two installments, you 
would not feel it. Yet you would 
be supporting all these works in 
a far better manner than they 
are being supported today. 

This method is followed by prac- 
tically every Protestant organiza- 
tion. In fact the people are press- 
ed to give a tithe, or ten per cent 
of their entire annual income, to 


causes outside your parish would 
amount to less than one-tenth of 
one per cent of your annual in- 
come, and given in weekly install- 
ments, like you pay for your dail 
paper, you would not feel it at all.

So horrible as it seemed to the 
sufferers, he destroyed farms be- 
cause farms fed soldiers. He burn- 
ed towns because towns were the 
factories from which came the 
guns and the mills from ‘which came 
the steel and the munition plants 
from which came the powder. 


War then had two alternatives: 

The armies could lock in conflict 
and fight until one of them was 
licked. 

Or while the armies were locked 
in conflict, each of the warring na- 
tions could go to work destroying 
the supplies that kept the armies 
fighting. 

So Sherman’s technique of de- 
stroying supplies rather than sol- 
diers, cutting off the means of war 
rather than the warriors, turned 
out to be the technique we used in 
World War II. In World War I we 
were still pretty much fighting man 
against man. And that is why so 
many hundreds of thousands of 
fighting men were killed. In World 
War II we got back of the soldier

Since the second world war end- 
ed in 1945, people, chiefly of the 
United States, have had to supply 
food and clothing and financial 
assistance to thousands of desti- 
tute and refugees in many coun- 
tries. The more than 200,000 for- 
eign missionaries — counting lay 
workers — who have given their 
lives to convert the pagan, must 
be supported by those who cannot 
or will not dedicate their lives to 
such a task. 


The Chancery Office, from which 
the business of the diocese is con- 
ducted, to which spiritual prob- 
lems of all sorts are brought, must 
be supported. 


In a similar manner the Holy 
See, with its dozen departments 
dealing with situations throughout 
the entire world, must receive con- 
siderable financial help.

In fact, I shall be able 
to spare a lot of lives.” 


So horrible as it seemed to the 
sufferers, he destroyed farms be- 
cause farms fed soldiers. He burn- 
ed towns because towns were the 
factories from which came _ the 
guns and the mills from-‘which came 
the steel and the munition plants 
from which came the powder. 


War then had two alternatives: 

The armies could lock in conflict 
and fight until one of them was 
licked. 

Or while the armies were locked 
in conflict, each of the warring na- 
tions could go to work destroying 


the supplies that kept the armies'| 


fighting. 

So Sherman’s technique of de- 
stroying supplies rather than sol- 
diers, cutting off the means of war 
rather than the warriors, 
out to be the technique we used in 
World War II.

Because it is only the one who 
“makes up” a game who has a 
right to make the rules. 


That is always true. And it is 


‘true of the biggest “game” in all 


the world, the “game” of life. If 
we had invented ourselves, and the 
world, and all that is in the world, 
then we would have the right to 
make the rules. But we didn’t do 
that. God did. So it is God who 
made the rules that we must follow 
in living our life. 


Once, you know, there were not 
many rules. God gave Adam and 
Eve only a‘few that we know of, 
and they broke one of them. So 
God was angry. He was angry 


‘because He made the rules so that 


people could win heaven, and when 
people break the rules they cannot 
win heaven. So to let them see how 
important His rules were God let 
people see how well they could play 
the “game” of life with their own 
rules.

D Been Federal Reserve Board has 

announced that total family 
assets in the United States stood 
at 92 billion dollars early last 
year. 


In one of a series of surveys on 
consumer finances, the FRB also 
declared most U. S. families start- 
ed 1950 with substantial cash and 
other assets. | 

Assets included bonds, automo- 
biles and homes. The FRB said 
about half of all consumer spend- 
ing units were completely free of 
debt early last year. 

A spending unit is defined as all 
persons living in the same dwell- 
ing and belonging to the same 
family who pool their incomes to 
meet major expenses. There are 
about 52 million spending units in 
the population.

Lord all the doys of my life.’ 
—(Ps, 26, 4) 


To anyone who thinks seriously 
of Christ’s distribution of those 
thirty-three years He spent on 
earth, comes the inevitable ques- 
tion, “Why did Christ spend only 
three years in preaching the Gos- 
pel, and thirty years at the home 
of his parents? Why didn’t He 
start much earlier in the establish- 
ment of His Church, for already at 
the age of twelve years His wis- 
dom and knowledge confounded 
and astonished the Doctors of the 
Law in the temple? Wouldn’t that 
have been an opportune time to 
start off on His teaching career ?’’ 


From a human or natural view- 
point things often appear very dif- 
ferently than they do in the clear 
vision of the Infinite God. Evident- 
ly the God-Man thought there was 
something more important for Him 
than teaching and preaching by 
word of mouth. He knew that ex- 
ample is stronger than.verbal as- 
sertions. He knew that the vast 
majority of mankind was not go- 
ing to teach and to preach, but 
that all members of the human 
race down to the end of time 
would be members of a family. 


Thus Christ picked the most 
important thing for the greatest 
number of. people when He 
chose to spend thirty years of 
His precious life on earth to 
show mankind by His own ex- 
ample how to live the family 
life, how to sanctify the home, 
how to lead a life of extraor- 
dinary holiness in the most or- 
dinary of occupations. 


Life At Nazareth 


Holy Scripture tells very little 
of the life of the Holy Family, yet 
that little speaks volumes. In all 
probability there was very little 
variety from day to day, from 
month to month, from year to 
year. They were devout and faith- 
ful observers of the Jewish Law. 
Joseph worked hard at his carpen- 
ter’s bench to provide for the 
necessities of life, Mary cared for 
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C.0.D, postage for big 4-05 jar on guar- 
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the domestic duties of the house- 
hold, and the Holy Child Jesus 
assisted them both according to 
his age. 

It is not hard to visualize the 
solicitude of Mary and Joseph for 
each other’s welfare and for that 
of the Child Jesus as well as the 
love, respect and obedience He 
shows to them, as St. Luke says, 
“And He went down with them and 
came to Nazareth, and was sub- 
ject to them.”"—“And Jesus ad- 
vanced in wisdom and age and 
grace with God and man.” 


This is briefly the manner in 
which Jesus, Mary and Joseph 
sanctified their family life by the 
exercise of domestic virtues. Both 
the Epistle and Gospel of today’s 
Mass refer to the family virtues 
of charity, mutual help, respect 
and obedience. That is the simple 
formula given and practiced by 
the Holy Family; the formula that 
yields peace and joy in meditation 
and in prayer in common; the for- 
mula that is just as effective in 
the modern _ twentieth-century 
home as it was in home of Naza- 
reth two thousand years ago. 


The trouble with most modern 
families is that they have too 
many interests outside the family. 
Not to speak of the unseemly af- 
fairs including objectionable mo- 
vies, dances, night clubs, gambling 
parties, and the like which wreck 
entire families, even the average 
good Christian family is often in- 
volved in so many outside activi- 
ties that little or no time remains 
for the members of the family to 
enjoy one another’s company. 
These, each in itself, may not be 
bad; many may be very good. But 
collectively they encroach upon 
too much of the family’s time; of- 
ten, too, they are responsible for 
nervous tensions with the result- 


cause uncharitableness in word and 
in action. 


Key To Happiness

“It is clear that the Declaration 
of Human Rights of the United 
Nations is being systematically 
disregarded in Poland,” the Brit- 
ish church group stated. It offered 
“prayerful sympathy with its 
fellow Christians” of the Catholic 
Church. 


“Poland is but one example of 
many countries where the witness 
of Christianity is threatened by 
the unrestrained power of hostile 
government which is inaccessible 
to all criticism because it has sup- 
pressed it,” the statement added. 
“In the former Baltic states, neigh- 
bors of Poland, such a curtain of 
silence has descended that it is 
impossible to know how far the 
Churches as organized bodies ex- 
ist. In other countries such infor- 
mation as is available is increas- 
ingly grave.”

They mingled and 
prayed, not as rich and poor, as 
Germans and Frenchmen, as 
priests and laymen, but as children 
of God and brothers in Christ. 
They returned to their homés as 
“heralds and propagators” of the 
spirit of the Holy Year. 


Now the Holy Father has called 
upon Catholics round the world to 
make the Holy Year at home. He 
has said “it is the sacred duty 
of the Church’s children to im- 
plore with their prayers and sac- 
rifices” that God will “grant to 
harassed humanity the great calm 
of true peace.” 


More than once during . 1950, 
while the Holy Year was being ob- 
served in Rome, the world tottered 
on the brink of an all-out war. 
Each time, however, it escaped en- 
gulfment. The period which the 
Sovereign Pontiff called a time of 
“vreat pardon and great return” 
became to some observers “the 
year of great hope.” There were 
some, both here and elsewhere, who 
thought that Christmas Eve, or 
even Christmas itself, might be 
chosen by aggressors as a. time to 
plunge the nations into World War 
lil. When the great feast came 
and passed without this fear being 
realized, there were still more 
persons who thought that 1950 had 
turned out to be a year of hope. 


But the hope held out by 1950 
will not be realized without 
es ig and sacrifices and ‘work, 

ope Pius sounded the warnings 
contained in his Christmas Mes- 
sage because of what he termed 
“the ambiguous and irresolute at- 
titude. which. We see adopted by 
some true lovers of peace in the 
face of such a grave peril.” That 
ambiguity and lack of resolution 
still exists. 


The Sovereign Pontiff warned 
that nations “should understand 
that their natural and most faith- 
ful allies are to be found among 
those countries where Christian 
thought, or at least faith in God, 
rst an influence even in public 
ife,” 


“And because We have at heart 
the ‘good of all nations,” His Holi- 
ness added, “We believe that the 
close union of all peoples who are 
masters of their own destiny .and 
who are united by sentiments of 
reciprocal trust and mutual assis- 
tance is the sole means for the 
defense of peace and the best guar- 
antee for its re-establishment.” 


The way to true peace “is long 
and hard, and impeded by briers 
and thorns,” Pope Pius,said. But

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Washington—(NC)—This coun- 
try would be morally justified in 
striking the first blow with the 
atomic bomb if our leaders had 
sound reason to believe another 
country was ready to launch an 
atomic attack against us, accord- 
ing to the Rev. Edmund A. Walsh, 
S.J., vice president of Georgetown 


University here. 

Declaring that no aggressive 
government could risk the gamble 
of an attack without first feeling 
certain this nation’s powers of re- 
prisal would be crippled, Father 
Walsh: said: 

“Neither reason, nor theology, 
nor morals require men or nations 
to commit suicide by requiring 
that we must await the first blow 
from a power with no moral] in- 
hibitions and when, as in the case 
now under consideration, the at- 
tack would surely include bom- 
bardment by atomic missiles.” 


If Time, Ultimatum 


“This argument presupposes, as 
its crucial premise, accuracy of in- 
formation, honest information, 
competent information, and an 
alert intelligence service,”: he 
warned. “If time permitted, a 
warning or an ‘ultimatum te an 
enemy found to be preparing for 
such an attack should be given. 


“But, with or without ultima- 
tum, I personally see no immoral- 
ity, though much . tragedy and 
horror of consequences, in the 
Government of the United States 
choosing the lesser of two evils.” 


Father Walsh, who is regent of 
Georgetown’s School of Foreign 
Service, expressed his views in an 
article in the Washington Star.

U.S. Seen As Justitied In 
Launching A-Bomb War If 
Attack On Us Is Imminent 


— the U.S., Father Walsh 
said: 
“Should history repeat itself and 
produce a Soviet feint in some re- 
mote area of Asia or the Middle 
East, it will be the signal for those 
burnt once in the fire of such de- 
ceit to keep their eyes fixed on the 
Northwest and Arctic sector of our 
American defense system. 
Moral Certitude Necessary 

“If the Government of the 
United States has sound reason to 
believe (that is, has moral certi- 
tude) that a similar attack is be- 
ing mounted and ready to be 
launched against this country 
from any source, then it would ap- 
“seed that President Truman would 

e morally justified to take defen- 
Sive measures proportionate to the 
danger. 

“That would mean use of the 
atomic bomb, as no power would 
launch a surprise attack on the 
United States without an adequate 
supply of atomic bombs. Should 
large numbers of civilians be 
harmed by: American necessity to 
use the bomb in self-defense, that 
regrettable effect, not intended as 
such, would be attributable to what 
moralists describe as the indirect 
voluntary. 

“An attack against us would 
have to be sudden, unannounced, 
sufficiently devastating and so 
widespread in coverage as to 
cripple our powers of reprisal; the 
reply to any partial crippling 
would be so overwhelmingly atomic 
that no aggressivé government 
could risk the gamble without cer- 
tainty of success. Losing the 
gamble under present conditions of 
warfare would mean practical 
annihilation.”
